THE. WORLD COURT AND THE 
KIEL CANAL, 

“In deciding that Germany was at 
fault Yn closing the Kiel Canal in 1020 
to. a vessel carrying munitions to 
Poland, the Permanent Court of Inter- 
natidhal Justice at The Hague has re- 
affirmed that clause of the Versailles 
Treaty which declared that; the. Kiel 
LCanal - is: ‘an ‘Anternational waterway 
and- not simply an inland waterway 
the/use of -which ‘may be dictated by 
Germany. ‘‘ The Kiel Canal,” reads 
‘Article 880 of the Areaty, “ and its ap- 

proaches shall be maintained free 

“ and@ operrto the vessels of commerce 

“and of war of all nations at peace 
“with Germany on ‘terms of entire 
“ equality.” >. 

The case arose through the’ — 
tion by the German Government of 
the ship Wimbledon carrying arms 
and ammunition for Poland during the 
Russo-Polish War in 1920. Germany 
claitned that as she had declared her 
neutrality in this quarrel, it would be 
a violation of her neutrality to permit 
‘lla. vessel with munitions for one of ‘the 
belligerents to pass through the Kiel 
Canal. ‘The Court, however, not only 
held that such an. interpretation was 
a violation of\ the Versailles Treaty, 
which Germany ‘had -signed, but that 
}there were ample p ents for the 
passage of lifgerent ships of war 
through an: international » waterway 
}controlled’ }by “a neutral nation." It 
cited cases in. which the: use of. the’ 
‘Suez Canal Had been: involved, and 
gave lengthy: | ‘consideration ‘to, the 
‘Panama Canal, and notably to Amer- 
ica’s proclamation of neutrality at the 
outbreak ‘of the. World. War, in which 
were laid down the ‘regulations gov- 
erning the passage of belligerent war 
vessels through the Canal. Zone, —) 

In the light of these precedents it is 
impossible to see how Germany could 
make a case for herself except on’ the 
ground that the Kiel Capal was an in- 


lati’ waterway of the German nation. 
Had the canal remained under the 


unmofified control of Germany, her 
contention that she was bound by her 
heutrality to prevent belligerent ves- 
sels. front using the canal’ might have 
fheen justifiable. But the Veréaillés 
‘Treaty specifically made of it an in- 
ternational waterway.

ALPINE FINANCE. © , 

In this’ week's issue of The Annalist 
is a story of finance so high that it 
can truly” be. called mountainous. 
The -hero is.no less a person than 
Hvco Sruvwss, and playing Mercutio 
to his Romeo_is Camitz0 CasrtIcLiont, 
who can most briefly be described as. 
the ‘Stinnes of Austria. They had 
designs on the Alpine Montan-Gesell- 
schaft,\a corporation owning highly 
valuabie iron mines and smelters, con- 
trok of which had been. purchased. 
after the war by. the Italian Fiat in« 
terests. In the Summer of 1921 the 
Fiat _group wanted to let go. - The): 
capital stock consisted of half ‘a mil- 
lion shares, worth $120 a share before 
the war. But STINNES succeeded in 
getting. 200,000 shares in 1921 for 
80,000,000 ‘lire, a price which then 
worked out to about $18 a share. 8 

Srinnes, however,’ did not pay in 
Ure. Eighty million lire were then 
worth two hundred million marks, and 
he bought for two hundred million 
marks—on credit. CasTicLtIonr got 
50,000. shares at an even lower price— 
about $11.50 a.share. But he, too, 
bought ‘on, credit- and in Austrian 
crowns. The 200,000,000 crowns’ which 
he owed for the purchase in 1921 he 
paid more than a year later, by whieh 
time they were only 200;000: lire—some 
$10,000. SrinnEs, so far as can’ be 
learned, hasn’t paid his ks. yet. 
If he pays them now he will have got 
200,000 shares, valued two years ago 
at $360,000, for $50. 

Enjoying, apparently, the possession 
of one share more ‘than: half the 
-stock, these gentlemen‘then proceeded 
on watering enterprises which would 
put an old-fashioned milkman. to 
shame, The Alpine Montan-Gesell- 
schaft, according to the Swiss papers, 
ls not doing 80 well now—largely be- 
cause it had to sell its iron and steel 
to STINNES's companies, which paid 
in Austrian crowns, and buy its coke. 
from Srmnnes’s companies ‘In pounds 
sterling. Has Burope no Tomas 
Lawson?’
